British Expedition Gets Back to 
Pekin After Series of Sharp 
Fights. 



Lieutenant \tcPherson Shows 
Great Gallantry at Siege of 
Chinese Town. 



Single Handed Keeps Chinese 
at Bay Till His Men 
Arrive. 



Pekin, Dec. 15.— Col. Tullock bus re- 
turned. The British troops being not i- 
lied by n Chinese of the existence of a 
large amount of treasure, twenty miles 
northwest of Pckin, Col. Tullock, with 
no hundred men left Pekin on Wedneft- 
uy last to investigate the truth of the 
report, that a large amount of gold and 
valuables hud been buried at a certain 
point by persons connected with the Chi- 
nese court, in the Jailers' Might from the 
imperial capital. The following day, 
Thursday, Col. Tullock reported the dis- 
covery of the body of a man who gavfl 
the British information regarding the 
hidden treasure, lie hud been decapi- 
tated. 

Col. Tullock reports having an excit- 
ng experience. His detachment was 
fired upon eight miles from Pekin. Ha 
ould not discover the assailants, as they 
used smokeless powder and modern guns. 
He camped for a liight at a place called 
Kao-li-ying, eighteen miles from here, 
meeting with slight opposition, hut ho 
was informed that he would be attaek- 

d the next day by Boxers from Deh- 
hal-ying, and sent for reinforcements. 
Fifty men under Lieut. Lepperton, of the 
2Gtli Beluchistnn regiment, was sent to 
libs assistance. 

Immediately alter their arrival. Col 
Tuilock attacked the town, which had to 
be entered by the use of scaling lad 
dem In the attack, Lieut. McPhersou 
distinguished himself. He led the scal- 
ing party, which reached the town, 
jumped down into the place and emptied 
liis revolver, killing live men. He then 
drew his sword and defended himself 
until his men arrived in force and sav- 
?d him from death. Col. Tullock speaks 
.lighly of the lieutenant's action. He 
s:iys he believes McPherson did a deed 
which merits the Victoria Cross, in 
jumping to what apparently was certain 
death in order to let his men, who wero 
coming up the ladder, arrive. Fortunate; 
ly the" Chinese had only a few carbines 
and were bad shots, and none of the 
British trooiis were wounded during the- 
fight, forty Boxers were killed nnd 
wounded, and a number captured and 
brought to Pekin. Owing to the killing 
of the informer, no treasure was obtain- 
ed. Tullock says tiie people of Pekin 
do not realize the contempt in which 
they are held in the country districts. 
Hp adds that one Chinaman said while 
dying: "You can kill me, but you cannot 
kill the Boxer movement, which will ex- 
ist until every devil in China is killed." 

Berlin, Dec". 15.— A despatch from Pe- 
kin. under date of December 14. says tho 
Rohrsehoidt column found a quantity of 
arms and ammunition at Tsang: several 
15-centinietrc guns still packed in cases 
were also found. According to the same 
despatch, the Russians have bought 120,- 
000 pictlls of rice to be distributed, half 
free and half nt a low price. 

UNITED STATES SENATE. 

Air. Teller Thinks a Nation Can Break 
Treaties at Will. 

Washington, Dee. 15.— Immediately 
after going into executive session to-day. 
tho senate resumed consideration of the 
Hny-Panncefote treaty. Senator Toller 
taking the floor and continuing bis argu- 
ment against the treaty. He contended 
for the right of any nation to abrogate 
a treaty at any time, and said that it 
would lie practical nnd competent for the 
United States to arbitrarily cancel the 
agreement with Great Britain whenever 
this country so desired. It is tho 
opinion of the friends of the treaty that 
its opponents are trying now to find 
means of postponing the final vote on 
the treaty until after the holidays. 

LOST HEB PROPELLER. 

Steamship Cube Reported as Being 
Towed to Queenstown. 

Holyhead, Wales. Dee. 15.— The Brit- 
ish steamer Bohemian, from Boston for 
Liverpool, reports having spoken the 
White Star line steamer Cube, from 
Liverpool December 4 for New York, 
with her propeller lost, OS miles from 
Fastnet, in tow of the British steamer 
Throstlegartb, making for Quecnstown.

London, Dec. 15.— Lord Kitchener, 
under date of December 15, reports to 
the war office from Pretorin as follows: 

" Clements has come to see mo. He 
says the four companies of the Northum- 
berlands held out on the hill us long as 
their ammunition lasted. The Boer 
force attacking the hill was 2,000 
strong, while uuothcr force of 1,000 nf> 
tacked Clements' camp. 

" By 0:20 a. m. the hill was carried. 
Reinforcements of a company of the 
Yorkshires failed to reach the top. 
Clements' retirement was carried out 
with regularity, but, as many native 
drivers bolted, a considerable amount of 
transportation and all the ammunition 
not taken away was destroyed. He re- 
ports that all behaved very well. 

" Broadwood has gone to Rustenberg, 
and supports Oliphant's Nek, which has 
been reinforced. A flag of truce which 
has come to Commando Nek from the 
Boers says .Tonbort's son was killed, and 
further reports their losses as very 
heavy." 

The Society of Friends of the United 
Kingdom are about to mmeorialize Lord 
Salisbury, protesting against the burn- 
ing of homesteads, causing great suffer- 
ing to women nnd children, as a means 
of checking the destruction of railways 
or effecting the submission of combat-

BOTHA WANTS PEACE. 

London, Dec. 10. — A /special despatch 
from Standerton, Transvaal, says that 
Gen. Louis Botha is at Ermelo, taking a 
peaceful attitude and. informing the 
burghers that the time has come to sub- 
mit to the inevitable. It is expected 
that he will shortly make overtures for 
peace.

SOLD HIS INTERESTS. 

Shares in Boundary Electric and Tram- 
way Companies Disposed of. 

Greenwood, Dec. 15.— George H. Col- 
lins, of this city, has sold to Nelson in- 
vestors his interests in the Greenwood & 
Phoenix tramway, and Greenwood Elec- 
tric Light Co. His holdings in the 
former wore one quarter of tho stock 
of tho company, which was capitalized 
at $100,000 in $1 shares. In the elec- 
tric light company be held 10,250 shares, 
each at a par value of The electric 
light company serves both Phoenix and 
Greenwood, and bus been in operation 
nearly a year, with handsome results. 
In the coming spring, operations will 
start on the tramway scheme to connect 
this city with Phoenix. 



London, Dec. 15. — The astounding ami 
utterly unexpected reverse of the Brit- 
ish at Mugaliesborg, the news of which 
was broken to the nation exactly one 
year after Gen. Buller's defeat at 
Coleuso, utterly disposes of the hope 
that the war in South Africa is nearly 
ended, and shatters the myth that the 
operations there were merely of a guer- 
illa nature. As Mr. Lloyd Ceorge 
(Liberal), said in the Douse of Com- 
mons to-day: "(This is one of the most 
severe reverses suffered by the British, 
and it is quite evident the war will drag: 
on for many months to come. We have 
210,000 men in the field, yet we are un- 
able to protect ourselves from disaster 
at the hands of small commandoes 
drawn from a pastoral population." 

With somewhat cruel coincidence, the 
Northumberlands are known as the 
"Fighting Fifth." The Second Bat- 
talion, to which the captured companfes 
belonged, was one of the heaviest suffer- 
ers nt Storiuberg a year ago. The regi- 
ment has often been pronounced by 
home nnd foreign critics to be one of 
the finest in the British army. All the 
forebodings nnd criticisms which Coleuso- 
gave rise to a year ago, have been 
resurrected by the disaster at the Mugn- 
liesberg. The War Office has nothing- 
to do but " grin and bear it," and trust 
to time. Until Gen. Kitchener's forces- 
are transformed into mounted infantry,, 
and the mounted police get to work, Mr. 
Broderick sees little hope of improve- 
ment in the military situntion.. , But 
whoever was responsible for the k 
render at the Magaliesberg is likely to 
suffer, for tho new War Office officials 
are determined to make examples of 
generals or any other officers guilty of 
such gross mismanagement, or worse,, 
which it would seem must have occurred' 
at this last defeat. This, stern attitude- 
on the part of tho present government, 
however, by no moans decreases the 
scorn and ignominy with which certain 
Liberal members of parliament, who arc- 
avowedly pleased by the Boer successes,, 
are regarded by the major portion of the 
community. 

The Pall Mall Gazette to-day editori- 
ally declares that such men as Messrs. 
Courtney, Bryan-Roberts and Lloyd- 
George ought to bo put in Coventry and" 
be not spoken to by any self : respecting 
Englishman. The expedient, severe as-- 
t is, is likely to moot with approval in 
all quarters, not excluding the moderate- 
Liberal journals. Sir. Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman. the Liberal leader in the- 
House of Common's, does not escape 
criticism for tacitly permitting li is ul- 
jed followers to take up such ans 
avowedly anti-British attitude. 

NICARAGUA CANAL. 
In view of the events in South Africa,, 
it is scarcely surprising that the public 
do not take a burning interest in the 
Nicaragua canal, in spite of the United ' 
States cable despatches, which break the 
records for length and seriousness. The' 
London Times correspondent makes a 
passionate comparison between the pres- 
ent state of affairs and that which' 
existed at the time of the Venezuela dis- 
pute, and bitterly arraigns President' 
MeKinley nnd tho senate. 

Lord Pauncefote has not yet cabled ' 
a word to the foreign office, which only 
heard of the vote on the Davis amend- 
ment through the Associated Press. 
Such pessimistic and indignant cable • 
messages as, most of tho London dailies 
are receiving from their United States 
correspondents find no responsive echo 
in Downing Street, where, deprecation is 
freely expressed of these cabled efforts 
to apprise the British public of how 
badly the senate is alleged to be treat- 
ing their government. The foreign of- 
fice officials, while expecting the treaty 
to be amended, were frankly surprised 
at the size of the majority, which served' 
more than anything else to open their 
eyes to the fact that there was no truth'- 
in the cabled statements that the Tail- 
roads' interests were solely responsible 
for the opposition, or that the irrational' 
jingoism bad suddenly become epidemic 
in the United States. There exists in 
the foreign office an appreciation of the- 
United States' objections to building W 
canal and not be allowed to fortify it- 
"Yet. nt the same time," to quote arv- 
official, " we don't see why the treaty 
which we made with the people whom 
we believed to be the responsible repre- 
sentatives or the United States should' 
be treated so cavalierly by the senate. 
We do not regard the present issue ns 
of any great importance, for we doubt" 
if the Nicaragua canal will ever be n 
paving institution, and whoever builds 
it. it will be of little use to Britain, 
either in peace or war. What we do 
regret is the apparent, hopelessness of 
making treaties with a country whose- 
Renate takes such opposite views to 
those it empowers to net in its hvdialf- 
There seems to be an impression in the 
United Stales that the Cluyton-Bulwcr • 
treaty was secured by the shrewdness of 
the British representative, and gave 
Britain an unfair advantage. That 
view has never existed here — in fart, 
rather the reverse. However, we shall 
not bother our beads till the senate 
finishes its labors nnd we receive the 
result through tho diplomatic channels. 
We are anxious to know what, the 
United States really does want, and" 
until we know, it is absurd to surmise 
what to do. However, the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty worked satisfactorily for 
vours, and as new treaties seeui to cause- 
dissensions in the United States, maybe, 
it is just as well if iwe are obliged tc ■

London, Dee. 15. — Lord Kitchener 
wires the war office us follows: 

"Pretoria, Dec. 14.— Clements brought 
in Ui.s force to Comtnanda Kek unop- 
posed. 

"The casualties were, I regret to say, 
heavy: Killed, live officers and nine 
of other rank*;; missing, eighteen otlieors, 
and live hundred and fifty-five of other 
ranks. 

"These latter were four companies of 
the Northumberland Fusiliers, who were 
Stationed on the hill, and some yeonianry 
and other details sent up to support 
them. The names and nature of wounds 
lire being telegraphed from Capetown. 

"Broadwood's Brigade took no part in 
the engagement. 

"The Boers suffered severely. 

"Knox drove Dewet north to the 
Thabii Nchu-Ladybrund line, which was 
lielil by our troops. Dewet's forces, 
about 3,000 strong, made several at- 
tempts to get through during the day, 
assisted by a fore of Boevs operating 
from the north. These attacks were 
driven back, though some of the Doers 
of the south were aide to get through 
the line." 

Wiring later on December 14. Lord 
Kitchener reports that while passing the. 
linen in the neighborhood of Thnbft 
S T chu, Dewet's force lost considerably. 

The South African Light Horse and 
Thornycroft's Mounted Infantry cap- 
tured a fifteen-pounder taken at Dewots- 
dorp, a pom-pom, several wagons with 
ammunition, twenty-two prisoners, and 
some hordes and mules. 

A portion of the enemy lias not been 
aide to pass north. 

Gon. Kitchener's supplementary de- 
spatch referring to the disaster at the 
Magaliesburg confirms yesterday's most 
pessimistic fears and demonstrates that 
tho catastrophe i.s among the worst of 
the war. 

The matter was brought up in the 
House of Commons to-day by the sec- 
retary for war, Mr. Win. St. John Brod- 
prick] He had no information to add, 
except thntj tho wounded numbered 
officers and 45 men.

A public meeting is called for the 
evening of Tuesday next in the city hall, 
when the report of the committee ap- 
pointed at the last public meeting to con- 
sider the erection of a. memorial to our 
boys who served in South Africa will be 
presented, and a decision reached on it. 
The report is as follows: 

Gentlemen, — Your sub-committee as 
appointed by His Worship the Mayor 
net and examined the various projects 
which have been submitted to them for 
a worthy memorial to our South African 
Volunteers. 

With one exception, which they are 
prepared to recommend, the plans pro- 
posed involved dilllculties which render- 
ed them practically impossible of adop- 
tion. 

It may be ponied out that the absence 
of any space in the city t]Uilliiicd to dis- 
play to advantage a group of .statuary; 
tin' great size which any effective monu- 
ment on Beacon Hill must assume; the 
expense of a tower for chiming clock 
with bells; ami the insignificance of any 
less worthy memorial than these are 
considerations greatly narrowing the 
choice in this matter. 

It is therefore with feelings of much 
satisfaction that, your committee find 
themselves aide to submit for your ap- 
proval the plan which has commended 
itself to them as embracing most of 
l hose features indispensable to any such 
monument. 

The project is to erect on the water- 
front of Belleville street opposite the 
main entrance of government buildings 
a public water gate or approach from the 
harbor to he known as the "Paardeberg 
Gate." 

This structure will comprise landing 
steps about 1(H) feet long, leading lo a 
platform oboyt .'10 feet wide; from thence 
the level of the roadway is reached by 
two broad Mights with balustrades. The 
centre of this platform is to be occupied 
by a bronze bas-relief about (i feet by 
.'! foot (! inches, representing the incident' 
of the death of Sergeant Scott at Paar- 
deberg while leading his comrades to the

Mr. Bryan-Roberts Kopeats Slanders on 
the British Army. 

London, Dec. lo.— Parliament was dis- 
missed to-day until the middle of Febru- 
ary with the reading of the shortest of 
the Queen's speeches, it was as fol- 
lows: 

My Lords and Gentlemen,— I thank 
you for the liberal provision yon have 
made for the expenses incurred by the 
operations of my armies in South Africa 
and China. 

The proceedings to-day in the House ot 
Commons were a repetition in miniature 
iif the debntes of the brief session. The 
ministers were heckled. The war funds 
were tinally voted, after the secretary of 
stale for war. Mi-. William St. John 
Brodericl;, had given an assurance that 
the government during recess would co- 
dially co-operate with Gen. Kitchener in 
an endeavor In end the war. 

Particularly stinging were the remarks 
of Mr. John Bryan- Huberts. Liberal. He 
declared that the British treatment of 
women in South Africa was an out rati- 
on civilization and that it was blasphemy 
to hold Christian services in St. Paul's 
in connection with the return of Lnril 
Itoberts, while there were such proceed- 
ings in South Africa. 

Mr. Broderiek hotly denounced Mr. 
Bryan-Roberts' charges, asserting that 
il was criminal to make allegations 
which could not be proved, but which, 
however, would be telegraphed lo South 
Africa to increase the discontent exist- 
ing there. He held up Mr. Bryan-Roberts 
to the censure ami reprobation of near- 
ly every member of the House of Com- 
mons. These remarks were greeted with 
cheers. 

Mr. Broderick then repeated that the 
government did not desire to pursue n 
policy which would make it more diffi- 
cult for the Boers to cease fighting, anil 
that the government abided by the de- 
claration of Mr. Chamberlain. 

The session was suspended until 2 
o'clock in the afternoon. when both 
houses' met and were prorogued.

PERSONAL ATTACKS. 

The first session of the new parlia- 
ment, just closed, will ever be memor- 
able owing to the extent whereto per- 
sonalities were introduced. The delib- 
erations included voting £IG,000,000 for 
war, yet this was almost forgotten in 
the Hood of personal attacks which per- 
meated the proceedings as il never did 
before' in the history of Westminster. 
It may be said that Mr. Chamberlain, 
the centre of this movement, has come 
•out of it little the worse. The de- 
nouncement of nepotism exemplified by 
Lord Salisbury's " Cecil cabinet " has 
accomplished nothing, l hough l he vigor- 
ous crusade against cabinet ministers 
holding directon-hips has brought about 
more resignations of such positions than 
expected. Public opinion on this topic, 
and the inclusion in the government of 
so many of Lord Salisbury's relations, 
is much divided, without regard to 
party lines, though the Liberals appear 
satisfied with l be efforts to impress on 
tlie country this curious condition of 
affairs. Apart from these questions, 
which plunged even tho seilat e Lords 
into a vortex of personalities, the ex- 
communication of Mr. Timothy Ilealy is 
the most noticeable political feature. 
The Spectator refers to him as by far 
the ablest living Nationalist, while all 
the important journals agree that a 
period of unrest and grave import lies 
ahead of Ireland. 

When parliament re-convenes in Feb- 
ruary it will face the Irish members 
more determined than ever to obstruct, 
while the Liberals bid fair to make a 
United effort to bring home to the 
Unionists to a considerable degree the 
responsibility for the mismanagement 
and terrible losses of the war in South 
Africa.

Alpha Resumes 

Her Voyage 



Starts on her Passage to Yok 
ti-iSJ ohama After Many 
Troubles 



Heavy Gale of Yesterday Delays 
the Local Steamer 
Fleet 



Steamer Alpha has resumed her voy- 
age. She sailed yesterday morning as 
noon as all her crew were 011 board — and 
Engineer Gordon, who, because of his 
desertion, has been condemned to lan- 
guish in durance vile for ten weeks, was 
replaced in the engine loom by W. Mat- 
thew*!, of Vancouver, who before taking 
the position as chief engineer of the Al- 
pha, 'was engineer at the Vancouver 
electric light power house. A second en- 
gineer was secured from the Sound, tu 
replace the other deserting engineer, and 
seamen were picked up in several quar- 
ters. Two were left behind, not getting 
down to the wharf until the steamer was 
far off towards the Race. 

While here in the midst of her 
troubles, the steamer almost had the in- 
surance on her cargo cancelled — the ves- 
sel itself is not insured. The agent of 
the underwriters came over, but on find- 
ing that the trouble had not arisen out 
of the fact that the vessel was leaking, 
as then thought, t00j( no steps in the 
matter. The cargo of the Alpha, which 
is cousigned by Jin anil Tamura, is the 
lirst full steamer load that had been sent 
across. 

It is unlikely that the Alpha 'will come 
back to this coast from the Orient, for 
it is understood steps will be taken to 
sell her there, and failing that, to put, 
her into trade on the China coast. On 
this side, the troubles pending against 
her, owing to her Capo Nome trip, limit 
her sphere of action. She is now ,'57 years 
of age, having been built in 1S03 on tho 
Clyde. She has n tonnage of 053 tons 
gioss, 514 tons net, is 221.S feet long, 
27.0 feet "beam and 14.9 beam. Before 
being brought from Halifax by" Pickford 
& Black, her previous owners, to engage 
hi the Klondike trade during the rush, 
she ran from Halifax to the Bermudas. 



STORM DELAYS STEAMERS. 

Vessels Detained on Account of the Vio- 
lence of Yesterday's Gae. 

The storm signals have flow:) from 
the mast on the post ofllee many days 
this past week. Yesterday both cylinder 
and inverted cone were no'sred, and at 
night .two white lighifl ih iwed above 
each other, in order that mariners 
might be warned of the heavy southeast 
gale, which then prevailed. Ai" hough no 
damage was done ns far (its couid be 
learned last night, other than ground- 
ing and crossing telephone and telegraph 
lues, breaking windows and foneis, the 
storm had the effect of gre.nly Jolly- 
ing shipping. The Charmer was an hour 
late, having had a most stormy trip, mal 
do mor being in evidence everywhere on 
the steamer while- rounding Ten-mile 
point. The Yosomite and City of Nn- 
uaimo wore detained much longer. They 
arrived off Jumca island at 2 p.m. and 



anchored there until this morning. The 
Utopia went out at 9:30 a.m., but only 
got as far as Trial island, when who re- 
turned with a sea-sick crowd on board. 
She will go out this morning at 9:30, 
The Rosalie did not leave Seattle until 
midnight. D. G. S. Quadra, which ar 
rived at Vancouver from the North, did 
not resume her voyage to Victoria, ow- 
ing to the storm. 

TO ItECOVER FOR REPAIRS. 

Action to Re Taken by the Victoria 
Machinery Depot Against 
Steamer Mabel. 

On Thursday, December 27, an action 
for the recovery of $32.1 for repair work 
and supplies for the little steamer Mabel 
which in June last was brought down 
from Texada Island by her then captain 
for repairs, will come before the Admir- 
alty court. The action against the 
steamer is being taken by Messrs. Bod- 
well & Duff, on account of the Victoria 
Machinery Depot, in whose hands the 
steamer was for repairs from June 1") 
to June 23. While the steamer was 
here her master, Capt. Brecht, dis- 
appeared, and since then no trace of hiui 
has been found. No reason could be 
assigned for the disappearance of the 
master.

ON A SAILING VESSEL. 

Deserting Quartermaster-Sergeant of the 
R. C. R. Shipped as Sailor on 
Grain Ship, 

Late Quartermaster-Sergeant Harris, 
who deserted from the R. C. R. after 
stealing mess funds- and clothing, forg- 
ing the colonel's name to a check and 
otherwise misconducting himself, is now 
on tho bounding billows of the Pacific, 
an able seaman of a sailing vessel which 
sailed a little over a week ago from 
Tncomn with grain for England. 
Nothing was done to secure the appre- 
hension of the deserting quartermaster, 
although it was known that he was in 



Tncomn. The knowledge of his where- 
abouts was given in letters written by 
him to a member of the R. C. R. The 
letter, which is written in pencil, says 
in part: "We arrived here snfc this 
morning"— it is dated from Tncomn sev- 
eral weeks ago — " and have got away 
good this time.

If you come 
right away you will have n chance." 

It afterwards developed that the de- 
serters did not go out on the transport. 
They stayed in Taconia, and when a 
recent grain ship was looking for men, 
Harris shipped before the mast on her. 
It is said that there are a number of de- 
serters from the R. C. R. in Taconia. 
About, twelve are said to have gone 
there. Four are working in a sawmill, 
one is a waiter in n restaurant, one is 
tending bur, and some others are em- 
ployed, while one or two are out of em- 
ployment.

THE PROPOSED MEMORIAL. 

We print elsewhere to-day the report 
ot the sub-committee appointed by the 
general committee on the South African 
Memorial. This report was adopted by 
the general committee and will no 
recommended to the public meeting on 
Tuesday night. We also print a pic- 
ture showing what the proposed memor- 
ial will be like, and we think the whole 
effect will be such as will commend the 
plan to the citizens. Unless there are 
some objections to the proposal, which 
luive not as yet been suggested, and 
-shall prove on investigation to be in- 
surmountable, it would be well to decide 
upon this plan and proceed forthwith to 
give effect to it. 

The committee -were influenced in 
recommending the proposed structure by 
many considerations. It was felt that 
the memorial ought to be something 
substantial; that it ought to be in a 
public place; that it should be on a 
scale in keeping with its environment; 
•that it ought to have an element of util- 
ity about it; that it should be, if pos- 
sible, of a character such as would lead 
it to become an object of frequent refer- 
ence; that it should be permanent, and 
that it should not be too costly. The 
proposed " Paardeberg Gate" seems to 
meet all these requirements, and ft is 
r.ot until one has undertaken to work 
out the many excellent suggestions thai 
liavo been made that the difficulty of 
selecting one that would do so is ap- 
parent. 

The Mayor has written a letter, -which 
wo print, asking for a large attendance 
at Tuesday's meeting, and we feel confi- 
dent that there will be a fitting re- 
sponse.

Very much 
credit is due to Mr. El worthy, secretary 
(.r the Board of Trade, for bis good 
taste and judgment in preparing this 
Victoria booklet. 



forty and fifty, which are the ages at 
which a man ought to be at his beat in 
every way. '"Rejoice, young man, iu the 
strength of thy youth," said a very wise 
king, "hut remember that you must take 
the consequences." That is not just the 
way he put it, but that its what he 
meant. 

In the next place, the idea has been 
long exploded that it is possible to com- 
bine business success with the unre- 
strained indulgence of appetite. There 
may occasionally be an instance where 
this has been done, just as there are in- 
stances where almost every law of na- 
ture has been set at defiance with im- 
punity. But let no young man start 
out with the idea that he is going to 
ho an exceptional case. The chances are 
a hundred to one against him, Keep 
jourself under control. If you have 
been unfortunate enough to go too far, 
bring yourself up with a sharp pull. 
Never mind what other people say. You 
take care of yourself. No one else will 
If you allow excess to get the better of 
you, you will soon cease to be a "good 
fellow," and those whom you do not 
care to offend by abstinence will regard 
you as a nuisance. There is many a 
man, who thinks he is bravely keeping 
up the reputation for being a good fel- 
low, but is regarded by those, whose 
approval hp strives to gain, as over the 
iine which separates a companion from 
a nuisance. 

Another thing to be borne in mind i. s 
that by dissipation young men lose all 
the advantages with which they start 
out in life. Our Western eities are too 
new to afford many examples, but all 
the Eastern cities can show hundreds 
of instances where city-bred boys, with 
all the advantages which recognized 
position, financial backing, 'good ad- 
dress and valuable connections give, havi 
made a failure of life. because they gave 
up too much of their time and energy 
to the vices of the cities. They were 
crowded out by the youths from the 
country, who came into the field of com 
petition animated by the old-fashioned 
virtues of temperance, chastity and in- 
dustry. So common is this, that it is 
said that the personnel of many Eastern 
business communities changes with 
every generation, so far as families go. 
Father is not succeeded by son. but in 
hundreds of cases the son of the lead- 
ing business man is the employee of the 
country boy, who came to town with his 
country manners and hardly a dollar In 
his pocket. Any man ot considerable 
Eastern acquaintance can cite plenty of 
cases of this kind. There is necessarily 
not so much competition in British Co- 
lumbia between the country young men 
and the city young men, but these i 
competition between vigorous new- 
comers and the boys born and bred here, 
and unless the latter have a care they 
will be pushed aside. Competition is go- 
ing to be exceedingly keen in British Co- 
lumbia, The prizes to bo strivod for are 
tho greatest in all Canada. Our own 
boys must not handicap themselves with 
habits of dissipation if they hope to 
win. 

While we have spoken those very 
plain words, we wish to add that there 
are right here in Victoria and in other 
cities and towns of this province a class 
of youths from whom Canada will hear 
in the near future, splendid types of 
manhood, who are living correct, manly 
lives— young fellows whom it is a pleas- 
ure to meet and whose cheery greeting 
nn the street makes one feel proud to 
know them. We have amongst us some 
of the finest young fellows in the world, 
and the only application which this 
article has to them is to encourage them 
to continue In their present course. 
They have the world at their feet, and 
we wish them God-speed. 

We have also a word for men of 
maturer years. The force of example 
is extremely potent, but this is not what 
we wish to speak about. Men of ex- 
perience should encourage younger men 
in habits of sobriety. We are all tn 
some extent our brothers' keepers, especi- 
ally our younger brothers'. Let all of 
us, who have learned by observation 
experience how hard is the way of the 
young man, who transgresses the laws 
of Nature, which are also tho laws of 
God, give those who are growing up 
around us the benefit nf our knowledge. 
It is a patriotic duty tn do so. 



SOME PLAIN WORDS. 

There is too much drinking and last 
Jiving among the young men of British 
• Columbia. That sort of thing does not 
pay financially, morally nor physically. 
There is a great deal of talk here about 
good investments, bui a little the worst 
investment a young man can make is in 
dissipation. If only the financial loss 
were involved, it would bo bad enough, 
but there is a loss of mental force, of 
moral dignity- and of physical stamina. 
We live in a country of magnificent pos- 
sibilities. Young men, who are growing 
up here, ought to take time to think 
liow they are preparing themselves for 
the future in which they wijl take part. 
We are speaking only of their future 
in this country, leaving any other fu- 
rturo for the churches to talk about. We 
want to put the question of individual 
righteousness on a commercial plane. 

In the first place the youth, who ut- 
•terapts to crowd a maximum of dissipa- 
tion to the first few years of his man- 
.bood, is exhibiting tho rankest kind of 
■/oily. It is quite true that a man can 
-only be young once, but if ho has good 
sense that "once" may last until he is 
grey-headed. The worst of all losses is 
loss of capacity for enjoyment, and it is 
the Inevitable result of dissipation. There 
-ire hundreds of broken-down men of

Its 
ranged far beyond the matter of the 
twenty n ores or less that make up the 
little islet in Burrard Inlet Known by 
the unpleasantly suggestive name of 
Headman's island. From the outset it 
figured in political affairs, and while, as 
a party question, it raged hottest in 
Vancouver, where municipal and every 
other sort of election for some time was 
affected by the Deadmau's island ques- 
tion — so much so that a seat on the 
school board or the otllee of poundkeeper 
depended upon the candidates' pro- 
nouncement of this shibboleth— it also 
found far wider, sphere for its ultimate 
result. Cabinet changes hinged on the 
matter. Governments, too, fell before 
its insignificance, and at least one great 
political leader found retirement through 
so small an affair as this. 

The history of the matter is a short 
one. Theodore Ludgate obtained a 
lease of the island from the Dominion 
government as a mill site. But putting 
it to such a use threatened to spoil some 
of the scenery at the Terminal City, so 
when his workmen began to clear it an 
injunction was obtained from Mr. Jus- 
tice Martin, and the American lumber- 
man was cast into jail. This was at 
tlic instance of the then provincial gov- 
ernment, who put forth a claim to the 
property involved, and over a difference 
of opinion on the matter Mr. Joseph 
Martin resigned the odice of attorney- 
general in its cabinet. The injunction 
still stands, and now the matter of the 
title to Hie island is about to be adjudi- 
cated upon. 

Ai an early stage in the proceedings 
f the suit, the nonunion government 
-ere, at their own request, added as co- 
defendants with Mr. Ludgate in the 

sc. and while that gentleman is of 
course represented, the legal light is one 
between the Provincial and Dominion 
governments, each claiming the property 
at stake. 

On behalf of the Dominion govern- 
ment it is claimed that Headman's 
island, together witli Stanley park, is a 
military reserve, created by the late Pol. 
Moody as chief commissioner of lands 
and works in the old crown colony days 
of 18f!0-fi5. Also that it never passed 
out of the control of the Imperial gov- 
ernment until after confederation, being 
by them transferred to the Dominion 
authorities as late as 1885. 

On tin 1 other hand, the provincial gov- 
ernment disputes the creation of such a 
reserve, whether for military or any 
other purpose, upon the ground of its' 
legal authority, etc. The claim is also 
made that under the 15. X. A. Act all 
public property, with certain exceptions, 
of which this is not one, became the 
property of the province; that at this 
time it is impossible to tell for what pur- 
pose such a reserve was created, if it 
ever were created; and that, having 
regard to the manner with which re- 
serves of land have been dealt with in 
this province, it cannot in any case be 
said that either the island or the park 
were finally devoted anil set apart in 
such a way as lo bring them within the 
language of (be act.

peala to nil. Everyone has experienced 
the sense of relief "when, in a time of 
sickness, the trained nurse has come in- 
to the house; and have we ever thought 
what would be our feeling if wo could 
not afford to pay for her services? Wo 
might get some kind friend or neighbor 
to come, but that is u.ot the same thing 
it is the skill and knowledge of a train 
ed nurse, to supplement the visits of 
the doctor and carry out his instructions, 
that are necessary, and for want of 
these ti life may be endangered, or at all 
events, the time of convalescence may 
be prolonged, and recovery unnecessarily 
retarded. 

And this is the work of the Home 
Nursing Society. Without any respect 
to religious belief, the nurse i.s sent to 
any patient, who is unable to pay; the 
recommendation of a doctor is desired, 
but she is often sent nL the request of 
the district vi«i tors of the Friendly Help 
Association and other friends, on appli- 
cation to the committee. 

No one visits the patients except the two 
appointed members of the home commit- 
tee, and they are often able to help by 
providing little delicacies for the pa- 
tients, nnd by seeing that the nurse has 
all that she requires. 

The Home Sewing Society fitill con-

In presenting the at.nual report of the 
Home Nursing Society, the committee 
wish it always to be remembered that 
the actual figures cannot give much idea 
of the work done; we may hear of a cer- 
tain number of visits paid, and cuses at- 
tended, but as no names or facts about 
patients are ever told publicly, unless 
we know something of nursing, it will 
iie difficult for us to gunge rightly tho 
real good that this society >s accomplish- 
ing in a quiet way in Victoria. During 
the past 12 months the nurse has at- 
tended forty-one patients, which includ- 
ed twelve maternity cases; the remaining 
twenty-nine being surgical or medical. 
The nur.se does remain with any patient 
longer that is absolutely necessary, yet 
the work is continuous, without giving 
any rest at all, between the cases. 

The time has pustsed, when in thin re- 
port it is necessary to justify the exis- 
tence of this society. The doctors are 
willing to welcome the help thus offered, 
and the other nurses are by now entirely 
convinced that there is no thought of in- 
terfering with their wurk, and that no 
case is assisted where it i.s possible for 
payment to be made. 

During the past year, the resignation 
f Miss Ellingson from the position of 
nurse of the society has nn fortunately to 
iie chronicled. She hns been connected 
with the work from its commencement, 
when the Maternity Home was closed, 
mil the Home Nursing Society was 
started, more than three years ago, and 
Its success to-day is due in a large do 
,'ree to her efforts, for wherever she vis- 
ited, the same story of appreciation was 
heard, and people learned that she was 
among them in their times of sickness to 
help in every possible way those who 
could not afford to pay for the services 
f a nurse. 

As a .small token of appreciation of 
past services, the committee collected a 
ufllcient sum of money among them- 
eives to give Miss Ellingson a gold 
watch (which was suitably inscribed, 
through the medium of Mr. Kedfern. 
This present was most gratefully ac- 
knowledged by Miss Ellingson, who. at 
the eiune time, said how much she had 
learned from her time spent in work in 
Victoria, which she designated an "thrco 
happy years of service." 

Miss Ellingson'n successor, Mi?s Aplin, 
lias shown herself to be thoroughly in- 
terested in the work, and during" the 
past six months she has earned the grat- 
itude of many patients, who have spoken 
warmly of her care and attention and 
kindness. 

The treasurer's statement will show 
that the society is in a satisfactory fin- 
ancial condition. The receipts amount 
to $501.57, and the expenditure to $510.- 
25, while tho special fund of $150 has 
decreased by $28 for extra help, nnd a 
large drug bill that was outstanding. Tho 
successful condition o/ this report must 
be attributed to the many kind friends 
who support the society by subscrip- 
tions, over 100 names appearing on tho 
list. One great feature is the number of 
.small amounts given monthly, and fhoso 
are paid in to "the treasure- by a few 
ladies who are willing to give the timo 
lo collect regularly from their friends. 
_ The sum of $235.75. more than two- 
fifths of the whole amount, lias been 
handed in by four ladies during the past 
year; this is mentioned in grateful ac- 
knowledgment of their help, nnd in tho

Few people lu any part ot our country 
have ever Been a black hand reached out 
fruin a street corner nsklug for charity. 
In our northern communities a large 
amount of money Is spent by Individuals 
and municipalities in caring for the sick, 
the poor, nnd other classes of unfortunntes. 
In the South, with very few exceptions, 
the negro takes care of himself and of 
the unfortunate members of his rii.ee. This 
is usually done by a combination of indiv- 
idual members of the race, or through the 
churches or fraternal organizations. 

Not only Is this true, but I want to make 
a story illustrate the condition that prevails 
In some parts of the South. The white peo- 
ple In a certain Black Belt county In the 
South had been holding n convention, the 
object of which was to encourage white 
people to emigrate Into the county. After 
the adjournment of the convention, 1111 old 
colored man met the president of the meet- 
ing on the street nnd asked the object of 
the convention. When told, the old colored 
man replied: '"Fore God, boss, don't, you 
know that we niggers got just ns many 
white people now In this county as wo can 
support." 

The fact is often referred to that the 
negro pays a very small proportion of tho 
taxes that support the schools. As to 
whether or not this Is true depends a good 
deal on the theory of political economy that 
we follow. Some of the highest authorities 
on political economy contend that It Is the 
man who rents the house that pays the 
taxes on It Tather than the man who sim- 
ply holds the title to It. Certain It Is that

A Weekly Summary of Events 



DIt. SEIAVYN ON OKB EXPORTS. 

The following taken from the report 
of an interview -with Dr. Eelwyn in tin; 
Vancouver World is strong coufirniution 
of the attitude I took with reference to 
the export of British Columbia lead con- 
centrates to Chili, in a letter to the Col- 
onist some time ago. There is no neces- 
sity, however, to take for granted that 
Vancouver is the only possible place for 
the location of the silver and lead refin- 
ing business: 

"The shipment of British Columbia 
lead ores to Chili is condemned by prac- 
tical mining men, and the faet.that tho 
export is on the increase is deprecated. 
Dr. Selwyn, -who was formerly head of 
the mineralogy department of the Do- 
minion government, was seen in regard, 
to the matter by a 'World reporter, and 
he spoke strongly against this export. 

" 'I would like to suggest' he remarked, 
'that the ore beretained in the province, 
and a smelter erected at some convenient 
place like Vancouver. I say Vancouver, 
not because 1 have any special interest 
in this city, but because it is bound to 
become the great business metropolis of 
the world. Were a smelter built here, 
and the ores of the province refined here, 
the ores from Chili would have to bo 
sent bore. At least they could not bo 
dealt with in that country as they nre 
-what are called dry ores and need tho 
wet ores, so to speak, of this privince for 
reduction. I agree with what David B. 
Bogle, a well known West Kootenay 
man, Kays in regard to the matter. He 
point out that after the British Columbia 
ore is ehiped to Chili and silver ores, 
which are being mined there, it is then 
shipped t oSan Francisco, where it is 
refined. The silver in it is shipped from 
San Francisco to the Orient, and 1 
might add that shipments of silver^ to 
the Orient are increasing very rapidly. 
Thin is the rightful trade of Vancouver 
and if the question were taken up, the? 
Terming and shipping could be done at 
this point. 

" 'There are two or three things wliicl) 
favor tho establishment of the industry, 
here. The dry ores of South America 
cannot be smelted without the wet ores 
of British Columbia, or some other wet 
ores, whereas the wet ores of British 
Columbia can be smelted without the 
dry ore of South America, although it 
pays to mix as much dry ore with them 
• as they will collect the value of. That 
being the case the dry ores of South 
America should be ofrced to come to 
British Columbia to be smelted. Van- 
couver is, moreover, in as favorable a 
position as San Francisco to nfid a mar- 
ket for the lead product of the ore, and 
is in a better position to ship refined 
silver to the Orient. If the industry 
were established here the cost of trans- 
portation to Chili, and from Chili back 
to 'San Francisco would then be saved, 
and would bo so much more in" the pock- 
ets of the investors. The scheme is n 
gooil one and is worthy of adoption by 
capitalists.' " 

COST OF SMBr/riNG AT GRAND 
FORKS. 

In a letter received by me a day or two 
ago from Montreal, Mr. Miner of thq 
Granby smelter is quoted as having 
stated to my correspondent that the cost 
of smelting at Grand Forks was $1.f)0 
per ton of ore. and that it was hoped by 
increased economy to further reduce it 
to $1.80. This, of course, refers only to 
the east of the one. operation of turning 
the ore into a comparatively low grade 
matte. But even so it is a great achieve- 
ment. The actual cost Of smelting at 
Trail and Northport ins always been a 
jealously guarded secret. But the last 
costs published of the Hull Mines Smel- 
ter at Nelson gave the cost per ton at 
$2.98. a difference in favor of Grand 
Forks is made up from the following 
items: cheap water power, self-fluxing 
ore, and lower fuel cost. "When it is re- 
membered that the large ore bodies in 
the Knob Hill and Ironsides enable the 
average cost of mining to be very nearly 
cut in two, it is evident that a very low 
grade of ore can be treated at a profit- 
In lOS working days tho smelter treated 
45.000 tons of ore from which was ob- 
tained 1,050 tons of matte, the cooper in 
which alone is claimed to be worth over 
$300,000. 

'REFINING PLANT AT TRAIL.

The result is that a 
number of properties which should have 
started shipping a fortnight .ago still 
have thousands of dollars locked up in 
ore on their dumps and the disappoint- 
ment is keen and s shared by the con- 
tractng teamsters who figured on a long 
sleighing season.— Nelson Tribune

TRAINING. 



As it Relates to Sabbath Schools 
Discussed by Rev s John 
A. Logan. 



It is not the intention of this article 
to enter upon a discussion of the art of 
teaching, but rifjlier to set forth some of, 
the plans proposed to assist teachers in 
heir work. It is admitted that the 
means at hand for qualifying Sunday 
school teachers otlicieuily to teach is of 
the most elementary character. Sucl\ 
methods as are used would be most dis- 
couraging to a teacher in the public 
school. Under the circumstances, the 
wonder is that so many devoted people 
an- ready and willing to undertake it. 
and still greater the wonder that such 
excellent results have been attained', 
True it is that fidelity and earnestness 
in a good cause will overcome many an, 
obstacle. With this condition of things', 
the earnest Sunday school teacher is al- 
ways on the lookout for some hints that 
will render the task more productive or 
guod. 

The church has given much considera- 
tion to the subject of " Teacher Train- 
ing." The Fourth General Council of 
Presbyterian Churches, held in London, 
Eng., 1SSS, recommended that " the 
church courts should provide adequate 
means of giving thorough preparation for 
their work to Sabbath school teachers." 

Rev. Dr. Wordeji, superintendent, of 
Sunday school work in the Presbyterian 
Church, U. S. A. (North , says that " the 
most profound need is a normal class in 
every church, presided over by the pas- 
tor." 

Our assembly's Sunday school com* 
mittee, which recently met, emphasized 
the idea that ministers should put forth, 
efforts, to train their own Sunday school 
teachers. As a step in this direction, 
the various colleges have been asked to 
give special instructions for the purpose 
of fitting Sunday school students for 
work in their prospective fields of labor. 
At least three of the colleges have re- 
sponded in the affirmative. 

As a further step it is proposed to pro- 
vide a course of study for teachers and 
prepare the necessary text books. 

In tho meantime we can make the best 
use of what we have. There is the 
Teachers' Monthly, which, in addition 
to lesson expositions, furnishes most 
helpful articles on different topics relat- 
ing to practical teaching. These will bo 
of much assistance to the thoughtful, 
enquiring teacher. The Sunday school 
convention is a help and stimulus to 
everyone who attends its meetings. 

Teachers' meetings are most useful.; 
Unfortunately they are held by only a 
very small percentage of our schools. 
Without them a healthy condition of af- 
fairs cannot exist. It is most profitable 
for teachers to meet weekly, to compare 
notes, unravel difficulties, lay plans, dis- 
cuss the lesson, and particularly to en- 
quire into the best method of present- 
ing it. 

Further, it is recommended that 
" teacher training " classes be organized 
in connection with every school whero 
possible. The pastor or some one who, 
has had a special training for this work 
should have the oversight. A variety of 
text books have been published for uso 
in such normal work. 

There is before me the " Supplemental 
Lessons For the Sunday School," by 
Dr. Ilurlbut, which may be ordered 
through any book firm; and also Prof. 
Ilammill's "Normal Bible and Training 
Lessons," which may be had from W. 
B. Jacobs, 132 La Salle street, Chicago- 
two books tor 2."i cents. Prof. IlamillV 
books, while not satisfactory in every 
way. are by far the best. Each book 
contains a course of 24 lessons on Bible 
instruction and normal training, and 
would be very helpful to a class enter- 
ing upon normal study. It would be well 
for the teaching class in every school to 
organize a class for the winter, and get, 
as many adults as possible to join it, 
who would in this way be fitted in some 
measure for future teaching. Other 
books are published by Prof. Pease. Mr. 
Smolroth and Dr. Wharton. Elizabeth 
Harrison's book, "A Study of Child 
Nature," is also recommended. 

In cities and towns, pastors and super- 
(hitcndnnts could in addition arrange 
lor a course of lectures on Sunday- 
School topics with special reference ti\ 
the needs of the teacher. The course de- 
livered in our city, could be repeated in 
another city. Such a course could bo 
made most advantageous to oar work. 
It: only requires that some one move in 
the matter, set the ball rolling and very 
soon it would be accomplished. 

Thus it may be seen there are various 
means which may be employed whereby 
teachers can be equipped for their work, 
What a teacher is, and not what he 
utters, is of first importance, hut with a 
clear value of the benefit of the highest 
and best available preparation, comes 
a broader view and loftier conception of 
the work, which inspjro greater desiro 
to tend more carefully the lambs of tho 
flock and to lead them into His fold.

One weak battalion and 
three field batteries, hastily compounded 
by wholesale drafting from others, repre- 
sented the available contribution from a 
.standing army at homo whose nominal ef- 
s considerably exceeded 100,000. The 
reinforcements, totally Inadequate to meet 
the crisis, were made up by drawing upon 
India and the colonial garrisons. Misled by 
the false analogy of European powers, 
whose requirements differ absolutely from 
those of the British Empire, the policy of 
the war office had been to keep ull units 
at home dependent for conversion into effec- 
tive forces upon the mobilization of their 
miscalled reserves, nnd, ns the average nge 
of the British recruit is about two years 
less than Hint of his Continental rival, our 
battalions contained an abnormal number 
of Immature boys quite unlit for nctlve ser- 
vice abroad. An arrangement which pro- 
vided no force at homo to meet an emer- 
gency could not have been adopted if there 
had been a general staff capable of studying 
our military problems. The system, bow- 
ever, provided II large number of men— 80i- 
000 so-called army revcrlsts nnd .10,000 
militia reserves falsely so entitled and part- 
ly trained. The wholesale volunteering of 
militia battalions for service nbrond nnd 
the ready assistance of the great colonies 
combined to make up n large numerical 
total of men at the outset of war. As soon 
ns hostilities became obviously probable, 
Ibe war office prepared n largcandasiiir.il 
mobilization scheme, In which even- unit, 
vehicle nnd animal was duly detailed, to- 
gether with the places from which each 



"busy In all"; It therefore conspicuously 
falls "to direct In chief," and "Inferior 
places" whoso occupants have no "rights" 
cnn be nnd nre filled by mediocrities. 

Mennwhlle, the old antagonism between 
the Horse Guards and the wnr office, which 
has Its origin In the long defunct suspicion 
of the army on the part of the citizen, Is 
maintained at Pnll-mnll with disastrous 
results.

"A house divided against Itself can- 
not stand," nnd so long ns there Is interne- 
cine strife nt Pnll-mnll the nation can never 
hope to possess an efficient army. 

The truth about the wnr office lies buried 
In the volumes of evidence taken in number- 
less commissions nnd committees In recent 
years. Few hnve the time or the inclina- 
tion to study the pieces Justlflcativos of 
the most formidable Indictment Hint could 
be brought ngnlnst any deparr.:nent <.f state. 
Those few will not fail to realize the urgent 
need of the following reforms: 

1. To enrry out Hie recommendation o* the 
Hartlngton commission by the establish- 
ment of n special department under a chief 
of the staff "appointed for five years, enp- 
nble of renewnl, nnd made responsible for 
the following duties": 

(a) To ndvtse the secretary of state on all 
matters of general military policy, and all 
questions as to tho strength, distribution, 
and mobilization of your Majesty's land 
forces, nnd the relative Importance of vari- 
ous services put forward by the beads of 
departments. 

(b) To collect and co-ordinate all military 
Information. 

(c) To prepare nnd revise from time to 
time a general scheme for the defence of 
the Empire, nnd to examine the estimates 
with n view to ensure that they nre framed 
In harmony with that scheme. 

(d) To prepnre plnns of action In certain 
contingencies.
